AT MIDNIGHT MONDAY 


WEISBADEN, Germany, 
june 30.—W—The Inter- 
Allied Ehineland 
commis- 


sion today closed up shop, 
hauled down the French and 
British flags over their head- 
quarters and left Germany. 
So ended the commission's 
long career, at one period of which 
Jt ruled the destinies of 15,000,000 
Germans in the occupied territories. 


MAYENCE, Germany, June 30. 


—(&)—The 
'last 
troops of 
the 
French army of occupation exa- 
cuated Mayence today at 1:31 p. 
m.The French 
flag 
was taken 


down at dawn from the headquar- 
ters of the Rhineland high com- 
mission at Wiesbaden and from 
the French general military head- 
Barters here at 11:15 a. m. The 
last battalion of troops, comprising 
800 men, are leaving early in the 
afternoon and France then will be 
out of the occupied territory. 


But until the town clock marks 


midnight 
and 
the 
churchbells 


sound the "liberation," theoretical 
French occupation will continue. 
The 
German 
celebration 
is 
to 
start at midnight and continue 
until dawn. 


There were a half million troops 


along the Rhine after the arm- 
istice, French, 
Belgian, 
British, 


Italian and American but as other 
nations withdrew and the zones 
were evacuated the army of oc- 
cupation dwindled to about 25,- 
000 men these last few months.

receiver for the deaf, transmitting

wood. By biting the other end of 
the stick lightly 
the 
listeners 


could hear, and to two of the aud- 
itors, at least, the music 'Bounded 
as perfect as when audible to the 
ear. 


Professor Bedell said he perfect- 


ed 
the 
device in hope that 
it 


will be useful for the deaf in lis- 
tening to talkies and radio. The 


receiver would be placed on the 
backs 
of seats and 
the straw- 


like sticks would cost, but a trifle. 
They arc ordinary wood. 


The 
sound vibrations pass di- 


rectly 
to 
the 
auditory 
nerves 


through the bones. No ear drums 
are needed. Professor "Bedell said, 
that only desLructlontnf the audi- 
tory nerves prevents hearing by 
the teeth method. He adopted it 
after 
consultation with members 


by tho medical faculty at Johns 
Hopkins, who said that about two- 
thirds 
of

The .secret of the new receiver 


is the power of Its vibrations. The 
strokes 
are 
shorter 
than 
those 


in sound receivers, hut they hit 
harder. The 
difference 
is much 


like the 
famous six inches that 


some of Jack Dcmpsey'a knock- 
out punches travelled as compared 
with the full arm swings of leaser 
fighters. Tho short, 
hard sound 


punch 
transfers to the wood a 


vibration of strong carrying .qual- 
ity, without distorting the sound. 


The instrument is made to plug 


in a 
sound 
receiver 
or a loud 


speaker.

the right-of-way was not forthcom- 
ing. Mr. Jackson outlined the ad- 
vantages not only to Kerens but to 
Corslcana for the securing of this 
highway connecting with the high- 
ways In East Texas, and said that 
the highway committee would go 
before the citizens of Corsicana to 
raise tHe money at once.

DR. HARVEY W. WILEY NOTED 


PURE FOOD ADVOCATE, DIED 


AS RESULT HEART TROUBLE 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—(&)— 
Dr. Harvey H. Wiley, noted pure 
food advocate, died today. 


He had been suffering critically 


from heart trouble for two months 
at his home. He was 85 years old. 


Dr. Wiley died shortly after 2 
a. m. 


Chief chemist of the department 


of 
agriculture 
for almost 
thirty 
years, he led the fight which re- 
sulted in enactment of the pure 
food and drug laws. To the last he 
kept his eye on their administra- 
tion. 


Recently Dr. Wiley, although en- 


feebled, appeared before the sen- 
ate agriculture committee June 3 
to testify in its investigation of the 
pure drug administration of the ag- 
riculture department. 


After giving his views, he return- 


ed home weaker and later decided 
the opinions he expressed had not 
been applicable to the inquiry in 
progress. 


He was unable to leave his bed 


again so he wrote Senator McNary 
the chairman, that he had testified 
"under a misapprehension," 
"I am a very ill man at the pres- 


ent time," the aged scientist wrote, 
"and I cannot prepare what I want- 
ed to say, even if it were in order 
fore me to do so." 


Last week Mrs. Wiley made the 


letter public. She appeared in the 
investigation, saying her husband, 
so widely known in his prime as a 
vigorous man, had been too ill in 
the weeks Immediately past for her 
to repeat the progress of the com- 
mittee's work. 


When Dr. Harvey Washington 


Wiley 
became 
chief 
chemist of 


the department of agriculture in 


1883 and took charge of the little 
cubby-hole laboratory In the base- 
ment from which the present far- 
reaching rederal agency with devel- 
oped, probably he did not know 
that he was embarking on a 30- 
year-war of his own. But 30 years 
brim full of battle and controversy 
under the 'pure food" slogan began 
for him that day_; conflicts that 
were .to demand repeatedly action 
by the president himself, and to end 
only when, vindicated and upheld 
by President Taft in his clash, the 
scientist resigned after stubborn- 
ly refusing to be kicked out o- the 
federal service. 


There are as core of bloodless but 


bitter battles, history 
of 
which 


might be written on Dr. Wiley's 
honorable discharge from the offi- 
cial pure food army. 
There was 


the "what is whiskey" campaign 
in. 1907 which revolved around him 
as the storm center; the "battle of 
Benzoate of Soda," which still was 
rumbling in 1909, and finally the 
"Board of Personal Offensive" in 
1911. 
The board, in 
what 
was 


known as the Dr. Rusby case, rec- 
ommended that Dr. Wiley "be per- 
mitted to resign." 
Secretary Wil- 


son approved the boards report, but 
President Taft sustained Dr. Wiley 
and praised his work. 


Dr. Wiley was born in Kent, Ind., 


Oct. 18, 1844, and Tanover College 
of that state was his alma mater 
although Indiana Medical College, 
Harvard and Vermont later award- 
ed him degrees. His active career 
began as professor of Latin and 
Grek at Butler College, Indianapol- 
is but turned soon to teaching sci- 
entific subjects in various colleges 
which led him to his federal post.

•wool institute reported to it before 
every sales season on the subject 
of prices and ''agreed to maintain 
schedules without deviation, thus 
eliminating all price competition." 


Members of 
the 
wool institute 


control most of the nation's supply 
of woolen yarns and cloths, accord- 
ing to the complaint filed by the 
government. 


The institute consented to the de- 


cree, presented to the court 
by 
James Lawrence Fly, special as- 
sistant to the attorney general, and 
John Lord O'Brien, head of anti- 
trust enforcement. 


The complaint averred that the 


Institute is a trade association \vith 
338 member concerns or corpora- 
tions, 
of whom 35 are spinners. 


On January 25. 128. and since that 
date, it was charged, (he institute 
and its members "have engaged In 
a conspiracy to restrain and have 
restrained interstate commerce in 
woolen goods and yarns." 


The government also ;illec;cs that 


^he wool institute published "schecl- 


Vules to be mnlr4ainpd by Its mem- 


bers," and that on December 11. 
1929, agents of 84 weavers of men's 
wear rr.et. and established prices 
for the spring of 1030. 


On December 2, 1.029, the com- 


plaint sets forth, thc-re was pub- 
lished an advertisement that "The 
wool institute is authorized to an- 
nounce that the following member 
mills will definitely maintain their 
established spring prices on all du-
